And as he 
endeavourd to excell a!l Men in their Different Ac- 
complifhments, fo his Endeavours were attended 
with Excraordinary Succeis. He was atonce a 


Scholar and a Patron too; one of the greateft En- 
Fife 


couragers 











couragers of Learning, of whatfoever was Excel- 
lent in it’s kind, that all the Records of Antiquity 
cam afford. There was no Perfon fo Mean or Ob- 
feure, if he cou'd bur recommend himfelf by any 
Art or Science, but was {o happy as to enjoy, noc 
only the Favor, but the Converfarion ; not only 
the Kindneis, bur the Familiarity of this Munifi- 
cenr, as well as Learned Emperor. 

Burt {ure in no Perfon was there ever fo ftrange 
and Unaccounrable a Mixture of Vertues and V1- 
ces 3 fo ftrange and Unaccountable indeed, that 
Diametrical Oppofites feem’d co Meer in Him,Con- 
trarieties to Concenter in a Point He was both 
Merciful and Revengeful ; Ready to Pardon and 
yet Unwilling to Forgive ; Humble and Proud ; 
Modeft and Vain-Gilorious - Defirous to Applaud, 
and yer Addicted to Detraction; Friendly, and yet 
Envious: both a Lover and a Hater of Learned 
Men. But to Deliver our Opinion of the Matter, 
we think ic reafonable to Conclude, that he was 
of avery Corrmupr and Vicious Difpofition ; but 
that, as he had a wonderful command ef himtell, 
fo he was dble frequently to Conceal the Depravity 
of his Nature, and as he was Exceffively Vain.
